When he Joined in 1930, he way 
the cnly European clerk and had 
ie Indian aasstant, About the 
middle of 1941, Sergeant aforris 
who was really a gunner wis 
transferred to the Artillery clerk

Sergeant Pratt continued: 

“y was employed in. the Head- 
quarters Office under the Adjutant 

Olice Commanding, The 
Adjutant is responsible to the 
Officer Commanding. Apart from 
anything: that was secret or con- 
fidential, the Adjutant depended 
upon me as his Chief clerk, In 
all my experience, T have found no 
exception to this.” 

When Sergeant Pratt joined in 


1930, every letter, whether rejis- 


tered or otherwise, was delivered 
personally to him at Brigade Office. 
Registered letters hddressed’ to 
persona ‘by naume were delivered to 
defendant, 


Signed. Receipts. 


Ordinary lettera :« addressed to 
the men in the Batteries were sort- 
ed out by the Indian assistant and 
registered letters nddreased to the 
men were delivered to defendant, 
who aigned the receipts and en- 
tered them up in Army Book 46.

GERMANY UNDER 
SUSPICION 


The startling figures revealing 
the extent of the increases jin the 
German defence forces estimates 
would appear to provide sufficient 
ground for Britain’s enquiry as 
to the precise meaning of the en- 
Jarred appropriations. In all, 
the estimates ‘provide’ for an 
expenditure of the equivalent of 
over £80,000,000—a phenomenal- 
ly heavy sum for 2 country 
which is supposed to be com- 
pulsorily disarmed, About £60,- 
000,000 is set aside for the 
Army, which by Treaty is limit- 
ed to 100,000 men; £18,000,000 
for the Navy, which is limited to 
thirty-six ships, none of more 
than ten thousand tons; and 
£15,000,000 for an Air Force 
which is not supposed to exist. 
It is worthy of note that the 
Army appropriation is actually 
greater than Britain's, while the 
Air Force estimate is not far be- 


low. “Compared with last year, 
the increases represent a sum of 
over £25,000,000, the Air. Force 
vote being nearly three times 
what it was for 1933." The Peace 
Treaty, of course, did not express 
in ‘terms of expenditure the 
limitations imposed on Germany. 
What it did was to lay down a 
scale of armaments and person- 
nel, . But inasmuch as Germany 
has certainly maintained her 
forces at the full Treaty limits,, 
it is obvious that the greatly en- 
hanced sums now ‘being bud- 
getted for imply a serious over- 
stepping of the standards laid 
down, In’ these circumstances, 
it is not surprising that there 
should prevail a belief that Ger- 
many now intends openly to vio- 
lute the terms of the Vergailles 
Treaty. No other explanation 
of the facts seems to fit the case, 
If this be the correct interpreta- 
tion of the position, a serious 
doubt is naturally cast. on the 
sincerity of recent pacific utter- 
ances by Germany's leaders. 
The inference is that whether a 
new Disarmament Convention is 
concluded or not, Germany. in- 
tends embarking on an extensive 
scheme of re-armament, The 
German viewpoint presumably is 
that inagmuch—nsd her rormer 
enemies have not fulfilled their 
implied undertaking, to ulgarm, 
she is entitled to build up her 
forces so ag to legsen the exist- 
ing disparity. If that igs the 
real explanation of the greatly 
increased estimates, it ia re- 
grettable that the step should be 
contemplated whilst disarma- 
ment discussions are still pro- 
ceeding. It would’ be foolish to 
contend that Germany has no 
cause for complaint under exist- 
ing conditions, but it can.at least 
be said that deliberate infringe- 
ment of the Peace Treaty 
stipulations isnot the best 
method of securing the deslred 
readjustment. Such tactics 
would inevitably cast a doubt on 
the value of any undertaking 
which Germany might give in 
any new agreement reached bo-

On the other hand, people who 
profess to know him well say his 
health is so precarious, owing to 
his habita of life, that at any mo- 
ment he may collapse like a prick- 
ed air-bag.

It is so diMeult not to be pre- 
judiced against him that one has 
to be on one’s guard in any attempt 
to analyse his character and per- 
sonality.

. Would appear to provide sufcient 
ground for Britain's enquiry as 
to tho precise meaning of the en- 
larged . appropriations, In all, 
the estimates provide for an 
expenditure of the equivalent of 
over £80,000,000—a phenomenal. 
ly heavy sum for 2 country 
which is supposed to be com- 
pulsorily disarmed. About £50,- 


000,000 is ‘set aside for the’ 


Army, which by Treaty is limit- 
ed to 100,000 men; £18,000,000 
for the Navy, which is limited to 
thirty-six ships, none of more 
than ten’ thousand tons: and 
£15,000,000 for an Air Force 
which is not supposed to exist, 
It is worthy of note that the 
Army appropriation is ‘actually 
greater than Britain's, while the 
Air Force estimate is not fur be- 


low. Compared with Inst Year,.|.b 
‘| the“inerduses represent a sum of 


over £25,000,000, the Air Force 
vote being nearly’ three times 
what it was for 1933, The Peace 
Treaty, of course, did not express 
in. terms of expenditure the 
limitations imposed on Germany. 
What it did was to lay down a 
scale of armaments and person- 
nel.

SYSTEM OVERHAULED. 


Ag a result of thia mishap, the 
whole system was overhauled and 
during: the last few years strict M- 
structions had been given to all 
omployees that the whole process 
of manufacture must be done with- 
in licensed premises. 

Some tinie ago, the firm received 
nn order for tbout 900 cases of 
fire-ernekers which were required 
by a certain time for shipment. 
for one renson and: another, the 
factory people at Pak Tai Street 
found they were, still about 100 
cases short when the time was 
nearly .up.

crackers, emphasising the fact that 
before fuses could be ‘put in, ‘both 
ends had to be scaled with ¢arth, 
which was first damped and then 
dried.

Two men were injured‘in the 
fire, one succumbing, but the other 
recovered.

difficult ‘to foreshadow, although 
reports from our: friends tho
